There was a tech question from Bob 
Osterhous, W9PSE regarding copying programming from a Kenwood handheld to one of 
the Chinese Radios. It was suggested he use “Chirp”. Club treasurer, Rhonda Curtis, 
WS9OH, announced that the Dayton bus will be the same price as last year, $30. The day 
trip to Dayton will be on Saturday, May 18. The bus will have two pick up points: 6:30 
am at Southern Plaza, and pick up around 7:00 am at Peddler's Mall on the east side.

Next, Dave introduced Hank Wolfla, K9LZJ, for his combination presentation on remote 
station operation and SDR. Hank had help via Skype connection from Dr. Gary Stouder, 
K9SG. They showed slides of their station that is controlled remotely, located in rural 
Hancock County. Their set up utilizes remoterig interfaces 
(http://www.remoterig.com/wp/) made in Europe, sold in the US by HRO. They had 
used Skype with HRD before, and it works very well. It's a cheaper alternative than the 
all in one boxes. Hank said that in order to do this one needs a remote desktop software 
solution. They use “Team Viewer” (http://www.teamviewer.com/en/index.aspx). It's 
free for individuals. RemoteHams.com (http://beta.remotehams.com/) is a good place to 
check into “shared stations”. 


Next, Hank talked about the SDR Hermes Transceiver. TAPR engineers designed and 
built this new one. The Hermes covers 10 Khz to 55 MHz at 10 watts. NOVV, Ken 
Hopper, is the US distributor for Hermes. His web site is at 
http://www.n9vv.com/hamradio.html. Hank fielded questions about FlexRadio, 
speculating that they are having some production problems, since they have missed a few 
deadlines on the distribution of their new rig.

ARC TO PHASE OUT EMCOMM RESPONSE VEHICLES 


The American Red Cross has made the decision to phase out and decommission its 
Emergency Communication Response Vehicles (ECRVs) due to changes in technology, 
as well as a new satellite system and other factors regarding the vehicle fleet. 
"Retrofitting the decade-old vehicles with new equipment is not a good use of donated 
funds, as the long-term strategy is to move to more portable systems," American Red 
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Cross Disaster Services Technology Manager Keith Robertory, KG4UIR, told the ARRL. 
"This is consistent with the trends in the telecom and technology industries." 


The American Red Cross will be removing the Amateur Radios from the ECRVs as part 
of the decommissioning process. These radios will either become part of the deployable 
inventory or provided to the local American Red Cross chapter to build local capacity. 
Robertory explained that from a radio perspective, the American Red Cross has a variety 
of different kits for amateur, business and public safety bands covering HF, VHF and 
UHF with portable radios, mobile units and base stations: "Two-way radio remains a 
valuable tool, providing communications in the initial days or weeks of a disaster, until 
normal communications is restored. Each American Red Cross chapter should continue 
with -- and improve -- the relationship with their local Amateur Radio operators. In a 
disaster, Amateur Radio will be the fastest deployed radio network because operators 
already live in the impacted communities."

The nomination period is now open for the ARRL awards that are designed to recognize 
educational, technological and service pursuits in Amateur Radio. 


The ARRL Herb S. Brier Instructor of the Year Award is awarded to an ARRL volunteer 
Amateur Radio instructor or to an ARRL professional classroom teacher who uses 
creative instructional approaches and models the highest values of the Amateur Radio 
community. The award has been focused to reflect quality of instruction and commitment 
to licensing instruction. Nominations should be received by March 15, 2013, to be 
considered for this year. 


The Hiram Percy Maxim Award is for a licensed radio amateur under age 

21 (and an ARRL member) whose accomplishments and contributions are of the most 
exemplary nature within the framework of Amateur Radio activities. Nominations for this 
award need to be made through your Section Manger who will then forward the 
nomination to ARRL Headquarters by March 31, 2013. 


The ARRL Microwave Development Award is presented to a licensed radio amateur or 
to individuals who are licensed radio amateurs contribute to the development of the 
Amateur Radio microwave bands. The nomination deadline is March 31, 2013. 


The ARRL Technical Service Award recognizes a licensed radio amateur or individuals 
who are licensed radio amateurs that provide Amateur Radio technical assistance or 
training to others. The nomination deadline is March 31, 2013. 


The ARRL Technical Innovation Award is granted to a licensed radio amateur or to 
individuals who are licensed radio amateurs who develop and apply new technical ideas 
or techniques in Amateur Radio. The nomination deadline is March 31, 2013. 


The Knight Distinguished Service Award was established to recognize exceptionally 
notable contributions by an ARRL Section Manager to the health and vitality of the 
League.
